There are times, it seems, when 
there really is such a thing as a free 
lunch. Just ask Charlevoix County 
Humane Society director Martha 
Weisler. 

“A gentleman called me and told 
me he’d like to donate money,” she 
said. When he named the amount, 
she said, “I asked him, ‘are you pull- 
ing my leg?’” 

He wasn’t. Preferring to remain 
anonymous, a Charlevoix couple has 
made a private, unsolicited donation 
of $250,000 to the humane socicty. 
The donors, who, in a letter of intent 
presented at a luncheon in Charlevoix 
last week, call themselves “Two 
Charlevoix City Anonymous Dog 
Lovers,” have committed the money

to be paid to the humane society in a 
monthly stipend over a 20-year pe- 
riod. 

“We were extremely happy,” said 
Weisler, who attended the luncheon 
along with members of the 
Charlevoix County Humane Society 
Board. 

An excerpt from the donors’ let- 
ter of intent reads, “I recently was 
given the opportunity to walk 
through our beautiful new animal 
shelter in Boyne City. It is absolutely 
user friendly and truly a remarkable 
building. It gives our stray animals 
every Opportunity to find a new 
bome and to be treated with respect 
and kindness." The anonymous

ticularly impressed with the staff and 
the care that the animals receive at 
the facility. 

The letter further states, “This 
$250,000 can be used for any purpose 
to enhance the happiness of these ani- 
mals...” 

Weisler said that plans for the use 
of the money are still being discussed, 
but that the funds will most likely be 
used to help with general operating 
expenses as well as hiring some ad- 
ditional staff members. Currently 
running with a paid staff of two, 
Weisler said smiling, “We're real 
tired.” It has not been determined yet 
how many additional staff members 
will be hired, or whether they will be 
full or part time positions.

The thing is, I am a little uncomfortable 
admitting that. i 

But lots of people watch it, nght? It’s a 
favorite spectacle of the masses, on a number 
of levels. So what’s the big deal? 

The big deal is that little seems as 
shajlow to me as not only sitting at home on 
a Sunday evening with the intention of 
watching the Academy Awards, but actually 
planning ahead to do so. And looking 
forward to it. 

I spend a lot of time, you see, convincing 
myself that I am not subject to the trappings 
of Hollywood glamour and glitz. Iam 
among the first to speak up against the blatant 
commercialization characterized by raising 
movie actors to stellar status, often based on 
little more than their looks, perceived style, 
and, of course, sex appeal. I mean, there are 
more noble qualities to recognize, aren’t _ 
there? And shouldn’t we be expending energy 
on something with more value to humankind? 

So I surprise myself on a regular basis by 
being completely sucked into the commer- 
cialism of Oscar night, happy as a clam to see 
the stars parading in from their limos on an" 
honest-to-goodness red carpet. Worse yet, 
I'm actually curious to see who they'll be 
with and, dare I say it, what they’ll be 
wearing. 

It’s not the movie industry I'm embar- 
rassed to take an interest in. I thoroughly 
enjoy movies, though I don’t go to nearly as 
many as I'd like. And while I have my own 
personal beefs with.the industry, as most of 
us do, I think it serves its function. 

It’s the mystique of Hollywood I generally 
protest, and the degree to which we put the 
emphasis on looks and money when it comes 
to celebrity in America.

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A MOM'S LIFE 
Testing the 
their own

T can remember when our children were 

really little and we would do anything to 
protect them from the “real world.” This 
included limiting their exposure to inappropri- 
ate movies, older kids whose language left a 


bit to be desired, adult coaches who abused 
their “power,” and any other situation that 


would challenge the value system that we had 


only begun to instill in our young children. 

We had many rules in our house when the 
kids were little. Ears couldn’t be pierced until 
the ripe old age of 16 (we never actually 
considered the-piercing of any other body 
parts because it wasn’t “in vogue” back then), 
dating wasn’t to take place for many, many 
years, curfews would be firmly enforced and 
whenever any of our children went anywhere, 
we were to be informed and kept updated on 
any changes in plans. We even once told our 
daughter (at the tender age of 3 years old) that 
she couldn’t kiss a boy until she was 30. She 
cried. 

Maybe we were considered by other 
parents to be a bit overly cautious. I’m certain 
that many adults viewed our strict rules as a 
bit over the top. But, at least at that time, we 
would have defended to our deaths the need 
for a strong set of guidelines in what we 
viewed as an extremely dangerous era in 
which to raise children. 

As our children grew older, we found our 
rules being challenged more and more. Not 
just by the kids, but also by friends whose 
children had reached the young adult stage. I 
‘remember feeling a bit hurt when someone I 
considered a friend pointed out that we would 
think about things differently as our kids 
approached adolescence. 

We spent quite a bit of time talking to our 
kids about our family’s values and the kind of 
people we hoped they would become. We 
talked about right and wrong. We discussed 
our belief that volunteering to help others was 
a necessary component of becoming a “good 
person.” We worked to impress on our young 
family the importance of honesty and fair play 
and kindness. And we tried to live each of our 
values, so that our children would see us 
modeling ‘the behavior that we expected of 
them. 

I’m not sure when the prophetic words of 
our friends began to take root. But at some 
point, we realized that protecting our children 
from all that was “bad” and wrong in our 
world would not prepare them to deal with life 
and reality. We had, we felt, done a fairly 
decent job in helping our kids understand 
“good” and “bad”; it was time to realize that 
all the talking and discussing had to be 
enough. 

So now, we sit on the edge of our seats as 
we watch our kids begin to make choices 
without our advice. Not all their decisions will 
be good ones. And not everything they do will 
be done the way their parents would have 
chosen. But they are ready, at least the 
teenagers, to jump into the real world feet first 
and test, the values we so lovingly conveyed to 
them. ; 

In a way it’s kind of cool watching them 
deal with life. Because very few days go by 
when we don’t get to see them use the good 


_ stuff that we taught them and prove to us time 


and again that-they’re ready to make us.proud.

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EJ Ambulance first in county 
to achieve ALS. designation 


* The East Jordan Ambulance Ser- 
vice recently received official notifi- 
‘cation-from the state that the service 
has achieved its goal of Advanced 
Life Support designation. ‘The des- 
ignation went into effect on Ausadey, 
March 21; at 11 a.m. : 

For ambulance director Jay Peck, 
the achievement i is. the culmination 
of three long years of work towards 
that goal, encompassing a significant 
amount of paperwork as well as in- 

" tensive courses of training for ambu- 
lance employees and volunteers. 

. The Service is the first in 
Charlevoix County to receive the 
designatign; because of this, accord- 
ing to Peck, they not only had to meet 
certain criteria within the ambulance 
service, but had to assure that 
Charlevoix Area Hospital, being their 
medical control, also had achieved a 
level of care to support the upgraded 
designation.

The Advanced Life Support des- 
ignation is currently the highest level 
of pre-hospital care available. “We 
are now able to provide different 
types of cardiovascular medication, 
and it allows us to do different types 
of electrical therapy for the heart,” 
Peck said. The service is now au- 
thorized to utilize more advanced 
measures such as a manual defibril- 
lator and administering various medi- 
cations for pain control, nitroglycerin 
and aspirin for cardiac patients, and

breathing medication. 

In cases of heart attack and other 
cardiac cases, said Peck, “‘the Ameri- 
can Heart Association wants patients 
to be pain-free as soon as possible.” 
The East Jordan Ambulance 
Service’s average response time is 
18 minutes, during which time the 
service was previously limited to ad- 
ministering oxygen and establishing. 
aniv. Because of the Advance Life 
Support designation, the service will 
now be able to provide advanced 
pain management. 

“It’s a neat thing,” Peck said. 
“Previously to this, Charlevoix 
County was only one of 10 counties 
{in Michigan] that didn’t have this 
capability. Now there’s only nine.” 


Peck also notes that the ground- 
work laid by East Jordan’s designa- 
tion should make the process easier 
for other services in the county to 
achieve Advanced Life Support sta- 
tus.

to the hall. Jason was officially nomi- 
nated for the honor by the Char-Em 
Intermediate School District Board 
of Education, on whose board she 
Serves. 

Jason was notified that her name 
had been submitted, and was “over- 
whelmed to think anyone was think- 
ing of that,” she said. “It's a neat 
thing.” 

Even so, when first approached 
with the idea of having her name 
thrown in the hat, Jason declined. “I 
could think of 10 or 12 people right 
away who should be nominated be- 
fore me,” she said. The board later 
approached her again, this time more 
firmly, and she acquiesced. But she 
didn’t think much more of it, she said, 
knowing that “to be nominated isn’t 
to be elected.” 

But, in this case, itis. And Jason 
is reluctant still to claim the achieve- 
ment as her own, “Nobody gets to 
the Hall of Fame by themselves,” she 
said. “(This honor] is a reflection of 
people I’ ve worked with over time.” 
She notes that she wouldn’t have ac- 
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complished all the things she has 
without people who have inspired her 
and provided her with opportunities. 

Jason has certainly had opportu- 
nities, and she’s still utilizing them 
to their full potential. She is currently 
not only the president of the East Jor- 
dan Board of Education and a mem- 
ber of the Char-Em Intermediate 
board, but is also the Director of Al- 
ternative Programs for the Boyne 
City school district as well as a board 
member with the Michigan Associa- 
tion of Schoo! Boards. She serves 
on various other committees and 
councils, as well as the boards of 
Huntington Bank, the East Jordan 
Family Health Center, and 
Charlevoix Area Hospital. 

She’s the fourth generation of her 
family to serve as president of the 
East Jordan Board of Education, the 
third generation of her family to serve 
as president of the East Jordan Ro- 
tary, and the first woman to serve on 
the board of Huntington Bank. She 
has served as Interim Superintendent 
for Boyne City Public Schools, and 
as a State Department of Education 
delegate to China and Russia. 


In the letter from Char-Em super- 
intendent Mary Eckhardt nominating 
Jason to the Hal] of Fame, Eckhardt 
writes, “Mary is not in the business 
for the short term nor the easy ride. 
Her commitment to education has 
permeated her life for over thirty 
years. She is just as willing to pre- 
side over a meeting as she is to roll 
up her sleeves and shovel the snow.” 

Jason views her involvement in 
so many capacities on so many dif- 
ferent levels of education as benefi- 
cial in that they give her many dif- 
ferent perspectives on education. “At 
the local level, you’re dealing with 
people - staff, adults, students - you 
know as ‘people, as part of your com- 
munity,” she said. 

“On the intermediate level, you’re 
dealing with districts you know, situ- 
ations you understand because you 
live in the area.” But, she adds, on 
the intermediate level it becomes a 
little less personal and a little more 
philosophical. On the state level, it 
becomes even more philosophical, 
and members are “talking about 
what’s good for all kids,” as opposed 
to what’s good for a handful of kids

hospital detect hearing 
problems in newborns 


By TAMARA STEVENS 


Identifying the possibility. of a 
hearing problem early in infants is 
important so that proper treatment 
can begin as early as possible. 

An Otoacoustic Emission Device 
is a screening tool that can help phy- 
sicians and nurses to identify the pos- 
sibility of a hearing problem in new- 
borns. 

With a $5,000 grant from the 
Carls Foundation in Detroit, 
Charlevoix Area Hospital has pur- 
chased an AUDX I from Bio Logic 
Systems Corporation. The AUDX I 
is an Otoacoustic Emission Device, 
which uses sound waves adminis- 
tered to a newborn’s ears to detect 
the possibility of a hearing problem. 

If a newborn receiyes a “pass” on 


the device, there is little reason to 
suspect a problem. If the baby re- 
ceives a “referral,” the parents are 
encouraged to have follow-up visits 
with a pediatrician, because there 
may be a hearing problem. The pass 
rating indicates that there is a 99 per- 
cent chance of the baby growing up 
to have good hearing. 

‘Nurses in Charlevoix Area 
Hospital’s Obstetrics department 
have been trained in the proper use 
of the new equipment and currently 
are using it On newborns.

Lake Charlevoix levels lower than average

This time of year, with locals and tourists alike 
entertaining thoughts of boating, fishing, and the 
like, the water levels in our local lakes are a 
concern for many northern Michiganders. 


Currently, the water levels in Lake Charlevoix 
and Lake Michigan are about 20 inches below the 
average for this time of year, according to Wilfred 
Cwikiel, the Water Resource Program director for 
Tip Of The Mitt Watershed Council. The record 
low, recorded in 1964, stands at about 10 inches 
lower than levels are right now, but the numbers 
indicate a “significant drop” from last year’s levels, 
which were about four inches below average. 

“From year to year, that much of a drop is very 
significant,” he said. “It shows a downward 
trend.” ; 

Water levels rise and fall with the seasons, 
Cwikiel said. Typically, the lowest point of the 
year for water levels is in January and February. 
With the advent of spring rains and melting snow, 
water levels usually then begin to rise, until they 
reach a high point in July. 

As the weather gets warmer in the summer 
months, evaporation increases, and eventually 
supersedes the gains in water level achieved with 
spring precipitation. The water levels begin to 
drop again, and return to their low point in January 
and February, when “most of the water falling is

evaporation on the prematurely exposed lake may 
overtake any gain in water levels that was 
achieved. 

Lake levels may continue to drop from this 
point. “This year we may see record lows,” 
Cwikiel said. 

It’s all part of a global warming trend, the 
causes of which are a point of controversy for 
some. But the fact is, said Cwikiel, that it is 
happening. 

“Over the past century the global mean 
temperature has risen one degree Fahrenheit,” he 
said, “which may seem minuscule over 100 ycars. 
But the 10 warmest years in the past century have 
all occurred within the past 15 years.” 

So what does this global warming mean to 
northern Michigan? A couple of things. “One of 
the predicted likely outcomes is that the weather 
will become more unpredictable,” Cwikiel said, 


citing the unusual recent winter weather which 
alternated between cold with lake effect snow and 
record high temperatures in February. 

Also, the predicted impact on precipitation in 
the Great Lakes region is that actual rainfall will 
increase, but as the temperature also increases, so 
will evaporation, and without that long stretch of 
ice cover on the lakes, the amount of additional 
rain probably will not compensate for the increase 
in evaporation. 

“Lake levels are still likely to go down if this 
trend doesn’t recover,” he said. 

The precipitation/evaporation loop will also 
impact soil moisture, which not only makes it an 
issue in agriculture, but also for northern Michigan 
rivers and streams. Much of the water in the 
upper Boyne River, for example, comes from 
ground water, Cwikiel said, and with reduced 
water levels there may be less baseflow of pure, 
cold groundwater to fortify the river. Changes in 
the river, of course, may potentially have a 
negative effect on fish and other wildlife. 

The water levels in the Jakes themselves, too, 
affect the fish that live in them. Normally, the 
water levels come down in the winter and go back 
up in the summer. “This annual cycle is important 
for fish spawning,” Cwikiel said. If the water 
levels don’t rise enough to reach prime spawning 
areas, the result will be simply that less fish will 
be able to spawn. 

The bottom line, he said, is that unless the 
global warming trend is curbed, the water levels 
will most likely continue to drop over time.

On the road to recovery 


Andrea Gerling injures her knee at Junior Olympics 


Life has a way of turning around even the most 
well-laid plans, as Andrea and Meghann Gerling 
recently discovered. 

The Boyne City skiers, along with their 
parents, departed March 5 for the Junior Olympics 
in Colorado. Andrea had qualified to ski in the 
competition, and Meghann was going along as an 
alternate. This was a trip Andrea had long 
dreamed of, and things seemed to be going as 
planned. 

After three days of training, though, the 
unthinkable happened. 

“I was going down the course and IJ heard a 
pop,” Andrea said. “I was edging really hard, and 
then I fell.” She knew something had happened, 
but wasn’t in any pain. Still, a visit to the doctor 
was scheduled. 

As it turned out, Andrea was informed that she 
had torn her anterior crucial ligament,-and on the 
day she had been scheduled to race, she found 
herself heading into surgery to repair the damage. 

Back on the slopes, sister Meghann found 
herself, as an alternate, preparing to ski in her 
sister's place. She had been training along with 
Andrea, but, she said, not as seriously as she 
would have had she been scheduled to race. Even 
so, Meghann placed 17th in the slalom and 30th in 
the giant slalom. “It was fun,” she said. “I beat 
all the girls on the team that made it before me.” 

Andrea, meanwhile, had come out of surgery in 
good shape, but faced a long course of physical 
therapy to recover from the injury. She underwent 
therapy twice a day for four days while still in 
Colorado, where the prescribed course, said 
Andrea, was “really aggressive.” She brought the 
protocol back with her and is continuing therapy , 
locally. Though she finds the long process

The Exceptional Riders Program 
is preparing for its spring season. 
Classes are scheduled to begin April 
18 and will meet every Tuesday 
through June’6. Ie 

The hour-long classes.for physi- 
cally, mentally and emotionally chal- 
lenged of all ages are full at this time, 
but volunteers are needed. 

The program is meeting again this 
year at the Pace-Setter Farm located 
on Marion Center Road five miles 
south of Charlevoix. Pace-Setter 
Farms has allowed Exceptional Rid- 
ers to store its equipment there for 
the past year and use its indoor riding 
arena. 

The program teaches students to 
ride a horse, not just go for a “pony 
tide.” Each student is assisted by a 
volunteer horse leader and, depend- 
ing on the student's ability, one or two 
side walkers. Safety is always em- 
phasized. 

One difficulty for handicapped 
persons has always been a lack of 
confidence in their own abilities. Put 
that person on horseback and they 
gain a new perspective, said program 
director Barb Lane-Harrington. 

“For some it is a newfound mo- 
bility. For others it is the challenge 
of controlling such a large and pow- 
erful animal, and the physical and 
emotional rewards appeal to all. For 
the volunteer, the smiles of joy on the 
students’ face warms your heart for 
days after.” 

Several factors will make this pro- 
gram a success. The first is people. 
Every session requires approximately 
30 volunteers to lead horses, assist 
students and help with many other 
jobs around the barn and class area. 
Second, the program needs financial 
support. Exceptional Riders is anon- 
profit, tax-exempt charitable organi- 
zation. There is no fee for these 
classes but students need to arrange 
their own transportation.

‘New life 
Couple working to transform — 

old depot into restaurant 
There are few things more pleasing toa community than to see an old 


landmark brought back to life. And that’s just what Brett Stahl and Les-Lee. 
Robinson intend to do in Boyne City. , ; 


Stahl and Robinson; who recently relocated to the area from-Arlington, . 


Va., have purchased the old railroad depot at the corner of Lake and. Ray 
streets, and are in the middle of renovations, When the work is done, the 
structure will be home to their new restaurant, Lester’s: The Place for BBQ. 
They hope to open for business in early June. 

Both Stahi and Robinson are from Michigan-based families; Robinson’s 
father and grandfather are from Petoskey, and her parents met in the area 
when her mother, from the Detroit area, summered at Walloon. 

The couple, though, is calling northern Michigan home for the first time. 
Robinson had spent vacations here as a child, and they had previously talked 
about moving to the area. ‘On a Christmas visit to Robinson’s sister and 
brother-in-law, who live in Boyne City, they took a look at the depot build- 
ing. ; 

“We peeked in the windows,” Robinson said of their first glimpse of the 
structure. The couple returned to the area three weeks later to look at the 
inside of the building. ‘We fell in 
love with it,” she said. 

“It all happened real fast,” 
Stahl said, with the couple purchas- 
ing the property and moving north 
within two months of their first con- 
tact. 

Stahl, who brings 20 years of 
restaurant experience to the venture, 
feels that Boyne City is the right 
place for the couple to make this res- 
taurant work. Robinson, who was 
previously employed as a director of 
human resources for a large com- 
pany, agrees. “We knew this city has 
a lot of what we’re looking for,” 
Robinson said. “It’s starting to re- 
ally grow. And it’s a place where you 
get to know your neighbors.” 

Stahl believes that Boyne City 
is a prime location for this type of 
restaurant, and that their new estab- 
lishment will have the potential to bring people into the area. Lester’s will 
offer “casual family dining,” and will feature steak, ribs, chicken, burgers, 
pork and beef barbecue, and “lots of sandwiches,” Stahl said. 

The building itself, though, is an attraction all on its own. Originally 
built in the early 1900s for freight and baggage, it was later put into use as a 
depot and gift shop. After the railroad shut down for good in 1980, it housed 
several restaurants, including The Depot Restaurant, The Station House, and 
most recently, Chang Kong. 

Having stood empty for a couple of years, the depot is in need of a little 
TLC, which Stahl and Robinson are gladly providing. Their plans are to 
restore the exterior to the original colors, refurbish the interior using as many 
of the existing materials as possible, and decorate the restaurant with a rail- 
road theme, incorporating pictures and memorabilia from the original Boyne 
City Gaylord Alpena Railroad. 

According to Robinson, they ascertained what they believed to be the 
original colors from photographs of the building, ¢ 1d had chosen a hue they

thought was close to it. They were later pleased to discover a plank with 
remnants of the original paint, and found that the color they had chosen 
matched almost exactly. The colors for the building, a deep red with white 
trim, have already been approved by the historical society. 

In addition, the couple has already repainted, with permission, the 
watertower, which is adjacent to the building but actually located on city 
property; they also plan to landscape the surrounding property, also city- 
owned. . 

While the building is not yet a designated historical landmark, Stahl and 
Robinson said they may pursue that in the future; for now, though, their 
sights are set on the task at hand. They, along with work crews, are putting 
in long days and getting their hands dirty. They did most of the gutting 
themselves, Robinson said, and Stahl added, “I come home dirty every night.” 

But they’re not complaining. They’re committed to doing whatever it 
takes to restore the historical flavor to the place. ‘‘We’ve always wanted to 
do this,” Robinson said.
